Aeoordlng  to  the  story  told  by 
white  trappers,  who  only  received 
the  Information  from  a  ship  that 
picked  up  the  sole  survivor,  the  In- 
dians perished  in  the  icebound  fast- 
nesses of  the  Big  River  country,  500 
miles  north  of  Mossonee.  The  sur- 
vivor is  reported  to  have  been  pioked 
vp  test  itagr. 

As  related  by  the  trappers  here, 
the  Indians  Invaded  the  E^astman 
River  country  to  establish  trap  lines 
for  the  Winter.  Then  it  was  related 
they  incurred  the  animosity  of 
Wendlgo.  rorced  slawly  northward 
by  barren  traps,  lack  of  meat  and 
other  "persecutions  of  a  spirit  na- 
ture," they  finally  perished  cnie  by 
one  in  the  Big  Rhrer  eountry,  with 
the  exception  of  the  sunrivor.

Mr.  Pooley  deprecated  the  fact 
that  the  Government  had  been 
severely  criticized  in  certain  quar- 
ters for  permitting  the  members  of 
the  Kldd  ComniLssion  to  have  hi  ,  e  ,s 
to  the  record5  of  the  Government. 
"In  my  opinion,  the  people  are  en- 
titled to  the  facilities  for  finding 
out  how  the  Province  standt.  We 
have  nothing  to  hide,  and  the  Got-i 
emment  gave  the  membera  oi  the 
committee  every  atiiatanea  thty  re- 
quired." 

GIVES  NO  CREDIT 
The  AlLomey-Qtneral.  who  was 
speaking  In  hit  own  con.stltuency. 
recalled  that  the  Minister  of  Fi- 
nance 'had  warned  the  iilitilhti  ii  of 
the  Government  of  the  need  for 
economy  tn  his  budget  speech  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Rou.se  nvi  fre- 
quently before.  He  saui  !  ap- 
proved the  work  of  the  committee, 
but  regretle<.  that  the  members  of 
the  comml.s.sjon  did  not  (five  credit 
to  the  Government  for  what  It  had 
done  In  an  effort  to  reduce  expen- 
diture. "There  is  nothing  In  the 
report  to  show  that  the  Govern- 
ment ^preoUted  the  aerloudness  of 
the  altuatlon.  and  took  what  action 
It  could  to  put  Into  effect  all  econ- 
omies possible  at  that  time,  a  cut 
represenUng  $10,500,000.  That  was 
practising  economy  with  a  ven- 
geance,   he  said. 

QUESTIONS  BUSINESS 
With  regard  to  economy  in  pri- 
vate biLsinejs.s.  Mr.  Pooley  asked  if 
It  had  ever  occurred  to  tlie  big  cor- 
porations that  when  they  economize 
for  the  benefit  of  their  .shareholders 
by  discharging  their  employees,  they 
made  It  Juat  that  much  harder  for 
the  Goveiwnent  and  yat  Mg  bual- 
neaa  tayi  you  matt  not  tptnd.  The 
Gevemment  haa  no  one  to  whom  it 
may  pass  the  buck.  If  we  have  to

criticize  the  Government?"  he  asked. 

POLICING  PROVINCE 

Hm  Xldd  nnnimittliti.  he  stated, 
had  reocm mended  economies  total- 
ing $6,0001000,  but  did  not  say  where 

those  economies  were  to  be  efTected. 
He  mentioned  the  policing  of  British 
Columbia  by  the  Royal  Caimdian 
Mounted  Police.  Of  this  recommen- 
dation he  said  that  the  membera  ol 
the  Commission  had  net  ge—  far 
enough  Into  the  matter  or  they 
would  have  discovered  that,  under 
the  Mounted  PoUoe  Act,  the  officers 
of  that  corps  are  forbidden  to  police 
in  municipal  areas.  He  mentioned 
the  work  being  done  by  the  Provin- 
cial Police  here.  Th&t  force  is  at 
pre.sent  policing  twenty-five  munic- 
ipalities besides  taking  care  of  work 
of  many  other  departmentt  of  the 
Government.  Thhi  force  collecta 
more  than  $S,5<»,000  annually  in 
revenues.  This,  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral declared,  would  not  be  done  by 
the  Mounted  without  payment. 

Mr.  Pooley  mentioned  the  policing 
of  AlberU  and  stated  that  that 
province  hi  the  month  d  AprU  re- 
ceived a  bill  from  the  Mounted  Po- 
lice for  $8,000  charged  as  extras.  He 
also  reminded  the  members  of  the 
committee  that  the  Mounted  Police 
force  was  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  minister  at  Ottawa,  and 
asked  his  audience  to  viauallae  the 
.sy.stem  of  law  enforcement  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  under  dh«ctk»t  from 
Ottawa. 

RF  FST\BLISH  TRADE 

The  Altomey-Oeneral  aald  he  did

CAPITAL  INDEBTEPNESS  OF  C.N.K. 

The  Duff  TransporUtlon  Commls.sion  draws 
attention  to  the  capital  Indebtedness  of  the  Ca- 
nadian National  Railways  which  1.  now 
neiTl.  ThU  amount.  It  Is  recommended,  .should 
bo  heavily  written  down,  but  at  some  more  op- 
portune time  than  the  present.  What  object 
woujd  be  aoeompllshed  by  such  a  method  of 
book-keeping  .subterfuge  Is  not  sUted.  The  taj(- 
payer.  would  not  be  relieved  of  a  cent  of  Uie 
SbUgatton  they  now  shoulder.  Tho  earning 
power  of  the  railway  system  would  not  be  af- 
fected. All  that  might  conceivably  be  accom- 
plished by  roch  a  writing-down  process  would  be 
to  conroal  from  futu«%  generation,  the  cost  of

A  WTlttog-down  proceM  of  the  capitalization

mean  that  a  bllUon  dollars  or  so  would  disap- 
pear from  the  book,  of  the  company  it  could 
not  dl.sappoar  from  the  book.s  of  tho  Federal 
Government.  The  public  burden  In  the  payment^ 
of  Intetett  aad  In  the  provUlon  of  sinking  fundT 
would  continue  unchanged.  It  Is  conceivable 
that  auch  writing  down  would  have  an  adverse 
effect.  PoUttelan.  at  the  muir»-and  political 
memories  are  .short  would  be  encouraged,  on 
the  basis  of  a  llctiUous  capitalization,  to  favor 
unwlM  and  unneeeaMry  capital  expenditures  on 
the  .stato-ownod  .systom  Tlioro  would  not  be  the 
same  Incentive  for  economies  as  now  prevails.

St.  Paul's  Cathedral  today  will  be  the  scene 
of  a  service  commemorative  of  the  birth  300 
yeara  ago  of  It.  Uliutrlou.  architect,  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wren.  HLs  burial  place  l.s  In  the  crypt 
under  the  choir  and  there  Is  a  tablet  in  the 
Inner  north  doorway  with  an  engraving  in  Latin 
of  the  well-known  epitaph-  "Reader,  if  you  seek 
his  monument,  look  around  you."  St.  Paul's  Is  a 

memorial  worthy  of  thi.  great  creattve  genlu..  

one  of  England's  greatest,  who  was  also  one  of  ti.sing  .stunt  and  that 
her  finest  Christian  gentlemen.  At  first  a  pro- 
feMor  of  ajrtronomy,  architecture  attracted  him 
and  by  architecture  he  made  himself  Immortal 
Plfty-four  ecclesiastical  edifices,  beside.  St. 
Paul'.,  .tand  to  hi.  credit.  PIfty  other  rtnic 
tures  give  ground  for  the  statement  that  Sir 
Christopher  wa.  the  greatest  builder  of  all  time 
An  enthualaat  to  the  laet,  he  erected  St 
Michael's,  Cornhill,  in  his  ninetieth  year. 

The  great  fire  of  1666  that  banished  the  plague 
and  deetroyed.  along  with  fifty  ehutehes  and 
many  public  buildings,  the  «Mafe  and  unattrac- 
tive oUI  St.  Paul's  of  Queen  lllzabeth's  day.  gave 
Wten'.  untried  power,  their  opportunity.  Far 
ahead  of  his  time  he  envisioned  a  new  London 
of  broad  street,  and  open  spaces  but  cost  and 
conservatism  blocked  hi.  plan.  He  only  partlaUy 
reallaed  the  cathedral  of  his  dreams.  Not  In 
favor  of  the  Gothic  style  of  architecture,  he 
erected  In  the  spirit  of  the  RenalaMnce  the  pre.- 
ent  building  with  its  broad  facade  noble  por- 
ticos and  interior  of  vast  spaciousness  under  the 
over-arching  dome.  Begun  In  1675  it  wa.  thirty- 
live  year,  in  building.  It  stands  as  one  of  Lon- 
don's most  majestic  edlflcea  and  an  English 
shrine,  where*  rest  her  Nelwn  and  her  Welling- 
ton. The  recent  need  of  underpinning  is 
ascribed  to  conditions  over  which  the  architect 
had  no  control.  Sir  Christopher  Wren*,  great- 
noM  lay  In  his  brilliant  constructive  Imagination, 
coupled  with  .skill  as  a  practical  builder.  He 
lived  a  blameless  life,  marked  by  courtesy,  rever- 
eaee,  tategrlty  and  purity.  qwUltlee  m0  too 
frequent  in  hU  day.

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The  first  walking  stunt  organized 
on  this  oontinent  eonverged  upon 
the  Capitol  at  Washington,  and 
then  distributed  itself  throughout 
the  dnited  SUtes  without  getting 
\^hat  it  demanded  at  the  Capitol. 
But  there  was  an  idea  m  that 
futile  expedition,  and  the  idea  ap- 
pears to  have  spread  across  the 
border  Into  Canada,  for  there  have 
since  been  a  number  of  walking 
stunts  performed  in  this  country. 
We  have  seen  some  of  them  In  Vic- 
toria, and  while  no  one  who  saw 
them  could  help  sympathising  with 
the  objects  of  the  stimts  and  de- 
ploring the  necessity  for  them, 
neither  eould  anybody  reaeh  any 
other  conclusion  than  that  the 
stunts  were  far  firom  Impressive 
and  could  not  be  otherwise  than 
utterty  fbtiie.

The  latest  and  least  Impressive 
wallclng  stunt  of  all  was  that  or- 
ganized and  carried  out  by  a  group 
of  Isolated  farmers  living  in  the 
northern  parts  of  the  province  of 
Manitoba.  This  organization 
straggled  Into  Winnipeg  and  made 
certain  demands  upon  the  provin- 
cial government.  One  of  the  de- 
mands  wai  that  the  fovsmment 
shoiil  l  tnmrantee  tlie  farmers  a 
mmimum  salary  of  one  thousand 
doHan  a  year.  Mme  other  things 
net  neOMSary  to  mention,  and  free 
traowortatkm  back  to  the  remote 
places  from  wtaenoe  they  came. 
The  reply  of  Premier  Bracken  to 
the  walking  farmers  was  blunt  and 
straightforward  and  rather  unex- 
pected from  such  a  source.  It  was 
that  the  government  ooukl  not 
concede  theU-  demand.,  and  that 
as  they  had  walked  to  the  capital 
without  belns;  .sr>nt  for  they  could 
walk  back  again  withoat  assistance 
from  the  pittlle  he  repieMBtfd. 

Probably  the  owet  notable  feature 

of  the  prairie  farmers'  walking 
stunt  was  tlie  candor  with  which 
Mr.  Bracken  replied  to  their  de- 
ui.TiKi.s  and  the  absurdity  of  their 
claims.  Neither  in  Canada  nor  the 
United  States  haa  angone  In  au- 
thority had  the  courage  to  state 
the  position  of  the  community  so 
definitely  and  emphatleally.  The 
position  as  stated  by  the  Premier 
practically  was  that  if  the 
ment  wer>  to  conduct  ths 
tratlon  of  the  province  upon  a 
eenmiunlstlc  basis  the  immediate

I  have  frequently  pointed  out 
that  one  of  the  most  marked  dlf- 
ferenOM  bi  rubber  play  and  du- 
plicate play  under  the  Howell 
match  point  system  of  sronnR  is 
the  forclnn  of  tlie  d<(iaratlr>n  into 
an  unu.sual  channel  through  play- 
er, seeking  to  secure  the  highest 
poaslble  score  on  any  particular 
hand.  In  rubber  bridge,  whether 
you  make  a  slam  in  no  trump  or 
m  a  suit  is  obviously  a  matter  of 
little  moment.  The  determination 
with  wise  partners  will  rest  upon 
what  is  the  best  bid  In  the  com- 
bined hands.  In  duplicate,  how- 
ever, where  each  hand  reward.s  the 
player  with  a  number  of  points  de- 
pendent upon  hi.',  '.rnrr  a.s  compared 
with  the  others,  which  Ls  not  only  a 
question  of  flndini;  the  best  game 
or  slam  bid.  but  the  one  that  will 
give  youth,  hlghiat aggregate soore. 
Thus  the  emrect  bid  in  rubber  play 
might  be  Ave  diamonds  or  five  clubs, 
but  If  the  same  hand  would  pro- 
duce three  no  trump,  the  fact  that 
we  will  score  lO.*)  for  three  no 
trump  and  only  100  for  five-odd 
madr  in  diamonds  or  rliita.s  would 
cause  the  no  trump  bid  to  be  pre- 
ferred. Equally  true,  as  between 
ttie  choice  of  playing  a  hand  at  a 
major  suit  and  no  tnmp  If  the 
same  number  of  trioks  are  avail- 
able, duplloate  players  give  up  the 
margin  of  added  safety  of  suit 
play  because  of  the  hopes  for  a  top 
In  no  trump.

The  protocol  Itself  Ls  Interesting 
A  promise  by  Manchukiio  to  respect 
the  rights  of  Japan  and  Japanese 
nationals  In  Manchulcuo  and  an 
agreement  to  co-operate  In  main- 
taining the  national  aecurity  of  the 
two  oountrlee  are  the  main  polnte 
in  the  protoeol  signed  on  Thuraday, 
Septeniber  18.  at  Ohangehun.  capi- 
tal <rf  ICanehukuo,  elgatfylng  formal 
recognition  of  the  new  imXt  ^  the 
Tokio  Government. 

HOW    IT  READS 

The  official  Engllab  tranalatlon  ol 
the  protocol,  fumlahed  bgr  the  ftor- 

eltn  OfBoe,' follows: 

"Whereas  Japan  has  recognized 

the  fact  that  Manchuria,  in  accord 
ance  with  the  free  will  of  Its  In 
tukbitantb.  Uh^  (»rK<uiued  and  estab 
llshed    itself    as   an  Independent 
state;  and 

"Whereas  lianehukwo  has  de- 
elared  tta  butentten  of  aMdlng  by  all 

International  engagementi  entered 
Into  by  China  In  so  far  as  they  are 
applicable  to  Manchukuo; 

"Now  the  Ciovemments  of  Japan 
and  Manchukuo  have,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  e.stabli.shlng  a  perpetual  re- 
lationship of  good  iieiKhborhood  be- 
,  tween  Japfin  and  Manchukuo.  each 
re^)ectinR  the  territorial  rights  of 
the  other,  and  also  In  order  to  se- 
cure the  peace  of  the  Tut  last, 
•freed  as  foUows: 

PRIVATE  AND  PUBLIC 
"1.  Manchukuo  .shall  confirm,  and 
respect,  in  so  far  a.s  no  agreement 
to  the  contrary  shall  be  made  be- 
tween Japan  and  Manchukuo  in  the 
future,  all  rights  and  interests  pos- 
by  Japan  or  her  subjects 


within  the  territory  of  Manchukuo 
by  virtue  of  Sino-Japanese  treaties, 
agreements  or  other  anangements, 
or  of  Slno-Japanese  eOBtnMti»  pri- 
vate as  well  as  pubUc 

"2.  Japan  and  Manchukuo,  recog- 
nizing that  any  threat  to  the  terri- 
tory or  the  peace  and  order  of 
either  of  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties constltute.s  at  the  .same  time  a 
threat  to  the  .safety  and  exi.slence  of 
the  other,  agree  to  co-operate  In 
the  maintenance  of  their  national 
security,  it  being  understood  that 
such  Japanese  forces  as  may  be 
necessafy  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
stationed  In  Maaehukvo. 

"The  presint  protocol  shall  come 
into  effect  upon  the  date  of  its  sig- 
nature 

PRECLUDfcS  ARGl'MENT 
"The  present  protocol  has  been 
drawn  up  In  Japanese  and  Chinese, 
two  Identical  espies  being  made  In 
each  langiiage.    ahoukt  any  dlf- 

tatkm  between  the  Japanese  and 

the  Chinese  texts,  the  Japanese  text 

shall  prevail. 

"In  witness  whereof  the  under- 
signed, duly  authorized  by  their  re- 
spective Governments,  have  signed 
the  present  protocol  and  have 
afBxed  their  seals  thereto. 

"Done  at  Hslnklnf .  this  fifteenth 
day  of  the  ninth  month  of  the 
seventh  year  of  Showa.  correspond- 
ing t<>  the  fifteenth  day  of  tl:e  iiint^i 
month  of  the  flr.st  year  of  Ta-tung.
